The  distinguishing  characteristic  and  animating  principle 
of  every  Christian  benevolent  enterprise  should  be  love,  in  its 
widest,  deepest  meaning.  This  love  cannot  be  a  mere  passive 
sentiment.  In  order  to  fulfill  its  high  calling  and  accomplish 
its  divine  mission,  it  must  give  wings  to  the  feet  of  service  and 
strength  to  the  hands  of  labor.  The  close  of  the  tenth  year 
brings  with  it  varied  and  valuable  experiences.  We  have 
endeavored  to  keep  the  fires  of  love  and  service  burning  upon 
the  altar,  and  although  at  times  the  light  may  have  been  feeble 
and  dim,  it  has  never  wholly  gone  out,  since  the  Unseen 
Hand  behind  the  wall  has  always  poured  thereon  the  sacred 
oil,  and  kept  the  blaze  alive. 

It  is  not,  however,  the  purpose  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Women’s  Christian  Association  of  these  cities  to  unfold  to 
patrons  and  friends  any  finely-spun  theories  with  regard  to 
women’s  work  for  women  ;  but  rather  to  present  a  plain,  un¬ 
varnished  resume  of  efforts  made  in  behalf  of  the  stranger,  the 
homeless,  the  destitute,  the  benighted  and  down-trodden,  the 
infirm,  the  struggling,  the  tempted,  the  fallen,  the  neglected, 
the  sick,  and  the  outcast. 

From  time  to  time  ten  distinct  organizations  have  been 
effected  in  connection  with  the  Association.  The  following 
are  condensed  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  these  Boards. 
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THE  TEMPORARY  HOME, 

45  CHATHAM  STREET,  PITTSBURGH, 

Is  open  for  the  reception  of  destitute  women  and  children,  irre¬ 
spective  of  age,  nationality  or  creed,  providing  for  them  tem¬ 
porary  shelter.  It  is  sustained  by  voluntary  and  solicited  con¬ 
tributions.  During  the  past  year  two  hundred  and  twenty-three 
women  and  eighty-one  children  have  been  received.  Eighty- 
eight  of  these  were  assisted  in  procuring  employment,  eleven 
were  transferred  to  Sheltering  Arms ,  forty-four  travellers  were 
assisted  in  continuing  their  journeys,  one  woman  was  taken 
in  charge  by  the  R.  C.  Sisterhood,  five  were  removed  to  the 
hospitals,  thirty-eight  received  one  night’s  shelter,  twenty- 
three  were  sent  to  the  City  Poor  Farm ,  eighteen  to  the  Guard¬ 
ians  of  the  Poor,  two  children  to  the  Allegheny  Orphan 
Asylum,  two  to  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  thirty  were  dis¬ 
charged,  being  able  to  support  themselves,  but  disinclined  to 
do  so,  and  forty-two  left  voluntarily,  not  requiring  further 
assistance. 

The  treasury  of  this  interesting  charity  is  at  present  in  an 
exhausted  condition.  Contributions  of  money,  provisions, 
etc.,  are  always  acceptable.  Special  acknowledgments  are  due 
to  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Charity  for  many  kind  attentions, 
throughout  the  entire  season. 

PITTSBURGH  AND  ALLEGHENY  BRANCH  OF  THE  WOMEN’S  UNION 
FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

True  benevolence  is  expansive,  and  reaches  out  beyond 
the  restricted  limits  of  home  necessities.  With  this  catholic 
spirit,  the  “Zenana  Mission"  has  contributed  $662.33  to  the 
cause  of  Foreign  Missions  through  the  following  ten  Bands, 
the  chosen  fields  having  been  India,  Japan  and  Mexico  :

In  addition  to  these,  the  scholars  of  Gilmore  Mission  Indus¬ 
trial  School  have  contributed  five  dollars  to  the  general  fund. 

AGED  PROTESTANT  WOMEN’S  HOME. 

The  Secretary  of  this  Branch  writes  as  follows  : 

“  With  the  close  of  the  seventh  year,  we  still  report  the 
Home  prosperous,  useful,  in  favor  with  the  public,  and  resting 
in  the  sunshine  of  God’s  blessing.”  There  are  at  present 
thirty-six  inmates  in  the  Institution,  four  having  died  during 
the  year.  A  donation  of  twenty-six  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Mechanics’  National  Bank  has  been  received 
recently  from  a  generous  citizen,  and  the  Managers  look  for¬ 
ward  to  the  time  when  the  Home  shall  be  so  fully  endowed, 
that  the  necessity  for  solicited  contributions  in  its  behalf  will 
be  obviated. 


YOUNG  women’s  BOARDING  HOME, 

33  ANDERSON  STREET,  ALLEGHENY. 

For  seven  years  the  Managers  of  this  organization  have 
directed  their  efforts  towards  making  it  a  pleasant,  comfortable 
Home  for  young  women  employed  in  these  cities.  It  is  not  a 
charity,  the  inmates  being  required  to  pay  a  reasonable  price 
for  accommodations.  The  enterprise  has  not  been  entirely 
self-sustaining,  however ;  the  institution  not  being  filled 
during  the  past  year,  owing  to  scarcity  of  employment.  The 
average  number  of  boarders  has  been  twenty-one,  ivhile  there 
is  ample  room  for  forty.  An  increase  of  the  contingent  fund

to  meet  special  cases  is  greatly  desired  in  connection  with  the 
home,  and  appeals  to  the  benevolent  for  its  accomplishment. 

THE  SHELTERING  ARMS. 


It  has  been  painfully  apparent,  ever  since  the  opening  of 
this  reformatory  Home,  that  the  Managers  have  had  compar¬ 
atively  little  public  sympathy  in  this  difficult  and  oftentimes 
disheartening  work.  It  is  true  there  have  been  no  large  or 
sensational  results  presented  from  year  to  year,  but  there  have 
been  a  few  sweet  compensations  in  the  way  of  a  returning 
prodigal  here  and  there,  that  have  brought  hope  and  encour¬ 
agement  out  of  an  almost  despairing  gloom. 

During  the  past  year  nineteen  inmates  have  been  admitted 
into  the  Reformatory  Department  six  of  these  being  young 
children.  Four  have  been  discharged  for  willful  disobedi¬ 
ence,  three  left  voluntarily,  two  were  placed  in  Christian 
Homes,  and  two  returned  to  relatives. 

In  the  Hospital  for  Incurables ,  four  have  received  skillful, 
judicious  medical  treatment,  as  well  as  careful,  patient  nurs¬ 
ing.  This  department  receives  respectable  women  suffering 
from  chronic  diseases,  for  the  small  sum  of  three  dollars  per 
week. 

Time  and  experience  are  developing  a  keener  insight 
into  the  best  methods  of  procedure  in  an  institution  of  this 
character. 

The  most  interesting-  cases  connected  with  its  manage- 
ment  obviously  cannot  be  noised  abroad.  It  is  perhaps  for 
this  reason  that  the  progress  seems  slow,  but  it  is  none  the 
less  sure.  Success  must  come  with  an  undertaking  that  has 
so  signally  received  the  divine  sanction  and  blessing. 


GILMORE  MISSION. 

This  industrial  school  for  children  is  held  every  Saturday 
afternoon,  from  November  to  April,  in  the  building,  corner  of 
Old  Avenue  and  Diamond  Street,  Pittsburgh.  Last  year  two 
hundred  and  thirty-five  garments  were  made  and  distributed 
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among  the  most  destitute.  A  marked  feature  of  this  school 
is  memorizing  Scripture.  Out  of  an  average  of  ninety-one 
bright  little  girls,  fifteen,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  were 
able  to  repeat  from  seventy  to  eighty  verses  each,  and  all, 
even  the  youngest,  had  committed  to  memory  twenty-six 
verses.  A  salaried  superintendent  visits  the  parents  of  these 
little  ones  and  reports  encouraging  progress  in  interesting 
them. 

Cottage  prayer  meetings  and  Sabbath  afternoon  Bible 
readings  are  held,  with  profitable  results. 

The  Managers  have  recently  added  a  training  school  for 
the  purpose  of  instructing  the  older  girls  in  dress-making 
and  family  sewing.  They  solicit  work  for  this  department,  as 
well  as  a  more  general  interest  in  this  pleasant  service. 

ladies’  depository, 

208  PENN  AVENUE,  PITTSBURGH. 

The  Managers  of  this  useful  and  deserving  Branch  report 
the  call  for  work  continually  greater  than  the  supply.  While 
they  have  met  with  no  losses  and  contracted  no  debts,  they 
have  not  been  able  to  prosecute  the  work  to  the  desired  ex¬ 
tent.  Two  thousand  and  seventy-eight  articles  have  been 
made ;  the  entire  profits  accruing  to  the  persons  employed, 
with  the  exception  of  ten  per  cent,  to  meet  current  expenses. 
A  large  increase  of  patronage  is  solicited  from  the  general 
public.  Sewing  of  all  kinds,  from  the  most  elaborate  to  the 
simplest  garments,  as  well  as  knitting,  fancy  work  and  darning, 
will  be  executed  satisfactorily,  promptly,  and  at  reasonable 
prices. 

HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE. 

Mrs.  McKee  and  Mrs.  Oudry  have  made  weekly  visits  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  They  report  regular  Sabbath 
afternoon  services,  conducted  by  ministers  of  different  denom¬ 
inations.  Both  male  and  female  wards  are  visited.  The  Bible 
is  read,  prayer  offered;  papers  and  traCts,  and  linen  for 
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bandages,  etc.,  distributed.  A  kind,  cordial  welcome  is 
always  received  from  the  patients  and  officers  of  the  institu¬ 
tion. 


NEWS  BOYS’  SABBATH  SCHOOL. 

Efforts  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  news  boys  in 
our  city  have  resulted  in  the  recent  establishment  of  a  Sabbath 
school  in  the  Gilmore  Mission  building,  every  Sabbath  after¬ 
noon,  at  2  o’clock.  Since  its  opening,  (November  25th,)  the 
average  attendance  has  been  seventy-five  boys  and  twenty-five 
girls.  Already  marked  improvement  is  visible  in  general 
deportment,  and  the  venture  promises  to  yield  satisfactory  and 
blessed  results. 

YOUNG  women’s  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION, 

OF  EAST  LIBERTY. 

The  Secretary  of  this  earnest,  zealous  branch,  in  the 
annual  report  desires  to  add  testimony  to  the  efficacy  of 
prayer.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  of  membership 
during  the  year.  The  disbursement  of  the  East  End  Relief 
Fund  is  under  the  control  of  the  Association.  It  has  been 
applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  poor,  a  missionary  being 
employed  to  visit  destitute  families  and  submit  monthly 
reports. 

Another  feature  of  this  organization  is  the  prosecution 
of  a  night  school  for  boys.  The  average  attendance  of  which 
has  been  sixty-one.  Prayer  meetings  are  held  at  the  Aged 
Protestant  Women’s  Home  and  Sheltering  Arms,  as  well  as 
Cottage  prayer  meetings  throughout  the  neighborhood. 

BOARD  MEETINGS. 

The  regular  Board  meetings  of  the  Association  are  held 
upon  the  last  Thursday  of  every  month  at  10  A.  m.,  in  the 
parlor  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The  presence  of  all  ladies  in  this 
vicinity  is  earnestly  desired,  and  they  are  urged  to  become 
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active  members  of  the  Association.  The  annual  membership 
fee  is  one  dollar;  life  membership  fee,  twenty  dollars;  life 
directress  fee,  one  hundred  dollars.  We  need  a  large  acces¬ 
sion  of  faithful  workers.  Surely,  in  such  a  diversified  field, 
there  is  a  place  for  every  unemployed  Christian  woman  ! 

At  our  meetings,  the  discussion  of  topics  of  interest  has 
been  introduced  with  much  acceptance,  and  will  be  continued 
throughout  the  coming  year. 

The  Pittsburgh  Association  has  been  marvelously  blessed 
in  all  its  undertakings.  Not  only  have  wide  doors  of  use¬ 
fulness  been  opened,  but  generous  hearts  have  responded 
liberally  towards  the  furtherance  of  every  good  work.  It  is 
also  a  subject  for  profound  gratitude  and  reflection,  that  in 
all  these  eventful  years  not  a  single  manager  has  been  re¬ 
moved  from  active  service  by  the  chill  messenger  of  death. 

This  report  cannot  be  closed  without  special  reference  to 
the  profitable  International  Conference  held  during  the  month 
of  June,  at  Montreal,  Canada.  The  arrangements  for  this  de¬ 
lightful  meeting  were  complete  and  satisfactory  in  every 
respect ;  and  the  kind,  warm-hearted  friends  who  opened 
their  luxurious  homes  to  the  Pittsburgh  delegates  will  linger 
in  the  memory  of  every  one  who  enjoyed  their  unbounded 
hospitality.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT.

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Ten  years  ago  in  a  quiet  street  of  this  busy  city,  an  un¬ 
pretending  house  opened  wide  its  doors,  proclaiming  itself 
a  Home  for  Destitute  Women.  It  was  glad  tidings  to  the 
homeless,  the  friendless  and  the  outcast,  and  from  that  time  to 
the  present  has  proven  a  haven  of  rest  to  those  driven  by  the 
storms  of  poverty  and  sin  into  its  safe  shelter.  Its  first  decade 
is  unmarked  by  aught  that  can  be  shaped  into  a  brilliant 
record,  yet  none  can  say  that  its  mission  has  failed  of  its 
accomplishment.  Quietly  and  unostentatiously  its  simple 
duties  have  been  performed,  and  we  who  faithfully  have 
endeavored  to  make  it  a  blessing  find,  in  inspiring  words 
uttered  many  years  ago  in  a  distant  land,  our  encouragement 
to  begin  another  year.  “  In  God’s  world  for  those  that  are  in 
earnest  there  is  no  failure.  No  work  truly  done,  no  word 
earnestly  spoken,  no  sacrifice  freely  made  was  ever  made  in 
vain.  Never  did  the  cup  of  cold  water  given  for  Christ’s  sake 
lose  its  reward.” 

During  the  past  year  the  Home  received  304  inmates,  of 
whom  81  were  children.  If  our  beneficiaries  have  no  plans 
for  the  future,  exertions  are  made  by  the  managers  to  provide 
more  permanently  for  them.  We  have  thepleasure  to  announce 
that  88  of  the  number  received,  including  15  children,  have 
been  dismissed  to  service  ;  1 1,  including  4  children,  have  been 
transferred  to  the  “  Sheltering  Arms 44  travellers,  including  21 
children,  have  been  assisted  in  continuing  their  journeys  ; 

I  woman  was  taken  in  charge  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Sisterhood  ;  5  have  been  removed  to  the  hospitals ;  38,  in¬ 
cluding  6  children,  have  received  one  night’s  shelter;  23, 
including  8  children,  have  been  sent  to  the  City  Poor  Farm  ; 
18,  including  6  children,  have  been  dismissed  to  the  care  of 
the  Guardians  of  the  Poor ;  2  children  have  been  received  at 
the  Allegheny  Orphan  Asylum,  and  2  at  the  Home  for  the 
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Friendless.  In  addition,  30,  including  7  children,  have  been 
discharged  at  the  discretion  of  the  managers,  as  they  were 
able  to  make  provision  for  themselves,  but  disinclined  to  the 
effort,  and  42,  including  9  children,  have  left  us  at  their  own 
request,  not  needing  further  assistance.  As  an  institution,  we 
have  been  the  recipients  of  many  mercies,  which  we  acknowl¬ 
edge  most  gratefully,  desiring  especially  to  mention  the  faithful 
service  of  Dr.  Foster,  and  the  valuable  contributions  of  the 
Fruit  and  Flower  Charity.  From  this  generous  source  our 
plain  rooms  have  been  made  beautiful  with  the  bloom  and 
sweetness  of  summer,  and  we  have  been  materially  assisted 
by  the  lavish  supply  of  vegetables  and  fruits.  Our  excellent 
Matron  still  performs  her  responsible  duties,  and  much  of  the 
success  of  the  work  is  due  to  her  efficiency.  We  now  are 
suffering  from  an  almost  exhausted  treasury,  but  trust  that 
the  generosity  which  has  come  to  our  aid  in  the  past  will  not 
fail  us  at  this  time.  This  Home  was  established  for  the 
temporary  reception  and  relief  of  the  destitute  of  our  own 
sex,  and  during  the  ten  years  of  its  existence  about  three 
thousand  women  and  children  have  partaken  of  its  benefits. 
This  number  has  comprised  all  nationalities  and  creeds. 

A  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  poor 
in  large  cities  clearly  demonstrates  the  value  of  such  an 
institution,  and  its  claim  to  public  recognition  and  support. 
Many  victims  of  the  financial  depression  have  here  found 
a  refuge,  giving  husband  and  fathers  the  opportunity  to  search 
for  employment,  untrammelled  by  helpless  families.  Others, 
driven  from  their  homes  by  the  brutality  of  drunken 
husbands,  by  means  of  the  Home  have  been  spared 
the  opprobrium  of  the  police  stations,  and  many  young 
girls,  who  soon  would  have  known  “  nothing  of  life  but  its 
sin.”  have  been  gathered  here,  where  they  have  received  their 
first  lesson  in  useful  employment,  and  have  been  pointed  to 
the  “  Help  of  the  helpless,”  the  compassionate  and  loving 
Father,  whose  ear  is  open  to  the  cry  of  the  poor  and  forsaken. 
Perhaps  no  class  manifest  a  more  grateful  appreciation  of  this 
charity  than  the  travelling  poor.  The  migratory  habits  of  large 
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numbers  are  well  known.  With  the  hope  of  improving  their 
circumstances  they  change  from  place  to  place.  Dazzling  ac¬ 
counts  of  abundance  of  work  and  generous  wages  lure  them 
to  the  great  cities,  and  exhausting  journeys  are  undertaken 
with  no  other  results  than  disappointment  and  despair.  They 
are  bewildered  in  the  gay  streets,  and  learn  only  too  soon  that 
they  are  objects  of  utter  indifference  to  the  jostling  crowds. 
Men  can  force  their  way,  but  women  and  children  would  be  in 
a  pitiable  condition  if  this  friendly  portal  did  not  open  to 
them.  Here  they  not  only  are  cared  for  physically,  but 
braced,  and  encouraged,  and  inspired  with  strength  to  bear 
their  burdens.  Can  anyone  refuse  to  sustain  a  charity  so 
broad,  so  unquestioning  in  its  beneficence  ?  To  those  who 
labor  for  the  welfare  of  this  Home,  its  temporary  character 
is  a  feature  divesting  it  of  much  of  the  interest  that  attaches 
to  more  permanent  institutions.  The  constant  changes  afford 
but  slender  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  habits  of  the  inmates,  and  the  fruits  of  our  toil  are 
rarely  manifest.  We  need  that  strong  faith,  “  willing  to  do 
what  little  we  can,  simply,  faithfully,  zealously,  to  diminish,  if 
only  by  a  grain’s  weight,  the  evil  around  us,”  leaving  results 
with  Him  who  knows  all  the  sorrow  and  sin  and  wrong  with 
which  this  great  earth  teems. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  assist  the  many  virtuous  and 
industrious  women  who  appeal  to  us,  but  there  are  others, 


“  Women  whom  none  will  greet, 

Ruined,  outcast,  bad, 

Lost,  lost  in  the  street.” 

Of  this  class  we  acknowledge  with  sorrow,  there  are  many 
representatives,  and  in  our  efforts  to  reclaim  them,  we  meet 
with  little  sympathy.  True,  there  is  nothing  attractive  in  the 
work,  and  much  that  is  discouraging — yet,  when  we  think  of 
the  Immaculate  hands  outstretched  to  raise  the  fallen,  dare 
we  refuse  to  offer  them  the  hope  of  a  better  life  ?  How  little 
can  we  conceive  of  that  mysterious  chain  of  circumstances 
forged  link  by  link,  until  many  a  woman,  wakens  to  the 
blighting  consciousness  that  she  is  a  manacled  slave  in  a 
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bondage  inexpressibly  bitter.  And  yet  how  little  compassion 
does  she  receive  from  her  own  sex! 

The  fact  of  her  degradation  is  the  only  one  considered. 
Can  we  by  gazing  on  a  ruin  tell  whether  it  has  crumbled  by 
slow  degrees,  or  fallen  a  shapeless  mass  under  some  mighty 
pressure  ?  The  agonizing  struggles,  the  fierce  temptations 
with  which  her  weakness  could  not  battle,  may  all  have  been 
hers  before  she  banished  herself  from  the  sweet  sanctities  of 
home,  the  charm  of  elevating  pursuits  and  friendships,  the 
hopes  and  joys  of  a  true  woman’s  life.  Let  us  bravely  try  to 
rescue  some  of  these  who  may  in  days  of  innocence  have 
been  the  winsome  darlings  of  cherished  firesides.  We  shall 
not  suffer  for  the  effort.  It  is  a  beautiful  fact  in  nature,  that 
a  common  inodorous  flower  if  planted  near  the  queenly  rose, 
will  in  time,  flush  with  its  vivid  tints  and  exhale  a  perfume  as 
delicate  and  sweet.  The  rose  loses  none  of  its  glowing  splen¬ 
dor  by  imparting  hue  and  fragrance  to  its  less  richly  dowered 
companion,  nor  will  the  fine  gold  of  unsullied  purity  be  dimmed 
by  shedding  its  lustre  on  the  life  of  the  outcast,  and  endeav¬ 
oring  to  impress  her  soul  with  fadeless  beauty. 

“  Now,  woman,  arise  and  light 
Thy  candle,  and  search  for  thy  gold  ! 

Now,  shepherd  away  through  the  cold 
And  the  dark  and  the  dews  of  night 
To  bring  back  thy  sheep  to  the  fold  ! 

Now,  forth,  O  ye  servants  meek, 

Now  forth,  O  ye  soldiers  brave, 

And  haste  for  the  souls  to  seek, 

That  the  Master  died  to  save. 

And  if  any  should  say  of  the  gold, 

‘‘Too  long  it  hath  borne  the  dint 
Of  the  trampling  hoof  in  the  mint ; 

It  may  not  pass,  nor  be  told 
In  the  mart !  And  these  sheep,  behold 
These  sheep,  they  are  naught,  are  naught, 

So  long  in  the  heat  and  cold 
They  have  wandered,  unfed,  unsought;” 

Then  tell  them  these  sheep  are  bought,

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  occurrence  of  the  eighth  anniversary  of  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  and  Allegheny  Branch  of  the  Women’s  Union  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  is  marked  by  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs, 
financially,  and  in  the  specific  object  of  its  organization  is  still 
striving  in  a  humble  way  to  improve  spiritually  and  tem¬ 
porally  the  welfare  of  women  and  children  in  heathen  lands. 

Although  never  witnessing  directly  what  is  accomplished 
by  our  efforts,  letters  and  reports  from  our  faithful  missionaries 
preserve  the  strong  bond  of  interesi  felt  for  them  in  their 
distant  fields  of  labor. 

We  record  with  sorrow  the  death,  in  January,  of  Mrs. 
Dr.  Doremus,  the  venerated  President  of  the  Women’s  Union 
Missionary  Society, 'and  the  necessity  is  urged  upon  each 
one  for  a  new  consecration  to  the  cause  of  foreign  missions, 
so  beloved  by  this  mother  in  Israel. 

In  addition  to  our  contribution  to  the  parent  society,  and 
the  particular  objects  of  support  chosen  by  the  “  Bands,” 
one  hundred  dollars  was  subscribed  to  the  fund  of  the  Sani¬ 
tarium,  which  is  to  be  built  in  India  for  overworked  mission¬ 
aries. 

The  Treasurer  mentions  a  contribution  of  five  dollars, 
presented  by  the  scholars  of  the  “  Gilmore  Industrial  School,” 
and  given  at  the  cost  of  personal  self-denial. 

The  children’s  interest  is  represented  in  the  ten  “  Bands” 
connected  with  the  Society,  and  whose  reports  are  given  as 
follows :

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Once  more  the  spring  time  and  the  harvest  have  passed, 
and  with  the  looking  forward  to  another  spring  comes  the 
period  when  we  pause  to  consider  our  labors. 

For  six  previous  years  our  reports  tell  of  the  gradual 
building  up  of  the  family  gathered  within  the  walls  of  the 
Home  for  Aged  Protestant  Women,  whose  managers  we  are. 
For  six  past  years  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  has  lain  around 
the  Home,  and  brightened  all  our  work  therefor.  With  the 
close  of  the  seventh  year,  during  which  financial  distress 
has  wrought  ruin  on  every  hand,  and  “  men's  hearts  have  failed 
them  for  fear,”  we  still  report  the  Home  prosperous.  Let  us 
not  feel  that  from  ourselves  comes  this,  and  boast  ourselves 
of  our  wisdom  ;  but  with  a  reverent  spirit  and  an  humble 
heart  acknowledge  the  power  and  goodness  of  God  ;  and  that 
he  has  so  directed  our  thoughts,  and  prospered  our  actions, 
that  this  Home  we  have  worked  to  rear  is  still  useful,  still  in 
favor  with  the  public,  and  still  resting  in  the  sunshine  of  God’s 
blessing. 

Let  our  hearts  go  out  in  earnest,  prayer  that,  waxing  not 
proud  in  our  own  conceit,  we  may  continue  our  work,  re¬ 
membering  “  The  earth  is  the  Lord’s  and  the  fullness  thereof,” 
and  that  we  are  but  the  stewards  of  his  bounty  to  those  who 
find  a  home  with  us ;  mayhap  in  answer  to  prayer,  when 
cares  and  fears  of  a  homeless  old  age  cast  darkness  over  the 
end  of  life’s  pathway.  The  end  of  life’s  course  has  been 
reached  in  the  last  year  by  four  of  our  inmates.  Mrs.  Hor- 
bach,  who  died  March  8,  1877,  aged  87  years  ;  Mrs.  Riddle, 
who  died  August  12,  1877,  aged  76  years  ;  Miss  Mary  Thomp¬ 
son,  who  died  November  5,  1877,  aged  75;  Miss  Rebecca 
Allen,  who  died  December  n,  1877,  aged  56  years.  There 
still  remains  in  the  Home  thirty-six  inmates,  leaving  but  few 
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vacancies,  and  those  applying  hereafter  may  have  to  await 
their  turn  for  admission.  Heretofore  application  being  made 
to  the  Board  for  admission  it  was  referred  to  a  committee,  who 
at  the  succeeding  month’s  meeting  reported  on  the  applica¬ 
tion,  and  the  person,  if  found  eligible,  was  admitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  month  on  the  payment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

At  the  annual  election,  which  was  held  on  June  6,  1877, 
the  Board  of  Officers  and  Managers  who  served  during  the 
previous  year  were  re-elected.  The  work  of  the  managers 
is  not  merely  seeing  that  tne  Home  is  well  ordered,  comforta¬ 
ble  and  pleasant  to  the  inmates,  and  that  all  their  little  personal 
wants  are  provided  for,  but  it  involves  also  the  no  light  duty 
of  procuring  the  requisite  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Home,  and  by  the  rule  of  the  Board  each  manager  is  expected 
to  obtain  one  hundred  dollars  each  year  for  that  purpose. 
While  the  whole  work  of  the  Home  is  one  in  which  our 
pleasure  goes  hand  in  hand  with  our  duty,  yef  there  is  in  this 
constant  solicitation  of  money  much  unpleasantness,  which 
causes  the  management  to  look  forward  to  a  period  when  the 
Home  shall  have  been  fully  endowed  by  the  liberality  of  our 
citizens. 

During  the  past  year,  John  Holmes,  Esq.,  has  given  to 
the  Home  twenty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Mechanics 
National  Bank,  for  which  generosity  the  Board  take  this  occa¬ 
sion  to  make  public  acknowledgement  of  thanks.  In  this 
connection  the  management  desire  to  express  very  earnest 
thanks  for  many  small  donations  made  for  expenses  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  many  persons,  and  also  to  those  who  yearly 
and  regularly  contribute  a  stated  amount. 

Among  the  pleasant  occurrences  of  the  Home  life  is  the 
reception  in  OCtober  of  each  year,  and  the  religious  services 
held  each  Sabbath  by  the  Young  Ladies’  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion  of  East  Liberty,  and  also  by  several  of  the  clergymen. 
These  religious  services  are  much  enjoyed  by  the  inmates,  as 
but  few  of  them  are  able  to  attend  church,  and  it  is  grateful 
to  the  managers  to  find  their  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the  in- 
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mates  thus  aided,  for  it  is  written,  “  Man  shall  not  live  by 
bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mouth  of  God.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

In  reviewing  the  year  just  closed,  we  have  nothing  of 
special  importance  to  report.  The  efforts  of  the  Board  have 
been,  as  heretofore,  directed  to  the  one  object  of  making 
the  Home  a  comfortable  place  of  abode,  at  a  reasonable  price, 
for  young  women  at  work  in  our  city.  We  have  had  our 
usual  discouragement  and  trials,  but  we  often  receive  words 
of  cheer  and  appreciation  from  those  who  have  left  the  Home 
and  taken  upon  themselves  new  duties,  and  have  become 
more  familiar  with  the  labors  and  responsibilities  of  the 
managers.  Some  of  our  most  efficient  officers  have  felt  com¬ 
pelled  to  withdraw  from  our  Board.  We  are  sure  of  their 
sympathy,  and  feel  that  they  will  not  forget  us  or  our  labor  of 
love,  as  they  prosecute  the  work  given  them  to  do  elsewhere 
by  the  All-Father. 

The  Institution  has  not  been  filled  during  the  year,  nor  is 
it  self-sustaining.  Until  we  succeed  in  placing  it  on  an  inde¬ 
pendent  basis,  our  efforts  must  not  be  relaxed.  The  average 
number  of  boarders  per  week  throughout  the  year  has  been 
twenty-one.  A  Bible  class  is  taught  in  the  parlor  during  the 
winter  by  Rev.  M.  Billesby.  For  his  services  the  managers 
feel  very  grateful  and  desire  to  acknowledge  their  appreciation 
of  these  religious  exercises.  They  would  also  make  special 
mention  of  legal  services  freely  rendered  by  Mr.  Burgwin, 
and  of  the  medical  services  of  Ur.  Willard,  who  is  always 
prompt  to  answer  when  summoned  to  the  Home. 

The  Messrs.  Clapp  have  at  various  times  printed  the 
tickets  for  our  entertainments,  receipts,  &c.  The  Chatauqua 
Lake  Ice  Company  has  generously  furnished  the  summer’s 
ice.  Many  friends  have  sent  donations  of  various  articles  of 
food  and  dry  goods.  To  these,  and  all  who  have  in  any  way 
contributed  to  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of  the  Home,  the 
Board  of  Managers  hereby  return  their  grateful  acknowledge¬ 
ments. 
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The  anniversary  was  celebrated  by  a  parlor  concert.  We 
are  indebted  to  the  Misses  Wallace,  Smith  and  Johns,  and  to 
the  Messrs.  Irwin,  McCandless,  Bollman,  Mellor  and 
Alexander,  for  their  services  so  freely  contributed,  which 
made  the  effort  a  decided  success.  Ice  cream  and  cake  were 
served  up  stairs,  and  a  pleasant  evening  was  spent  by  the 
friends  of  the  Institution.  The  net  proceeds  were  $215. 

The  Board  of  Managers  would  take  courage  and  endeavor 
hereafter  to  be  more  careful  to  work  for  the  Master  in  the  true 
spirit  of  consecration,  with  “  Holiness  to  the  Lord”  written 
upon  every  act  of  employment.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  name  of  “  Sheltering-  Arms  ”  indicates  the  object  of 
our  labor  in  extending  our  arms  of  love  and  charity,  to  shelter 
those  whom  society,  but  not  God,  has  numbered  among  the 
outcasts. 

There  have  been  nineteen  inmates  in  the  Reformatory 
during  the  past  year,  six  of  whom  were  children.  Four  girls 
have  been  discharged  for  willful  disobedience  of  rules,  three 
have  left  of  their  own  accord,  two  have  been  placed  in  Chris¬ 
tian  homes  and  two  returned  to  their  relatives.  Our  hearts 
have  been  cheered  by  a  letter  from  one  of  the  last  named, 
full  of  gratitude  for  kindness  and  sympathy  received  in  the 
darkest  hour  of  her  life.  Thus,  though  often  discouraged 
and  faint-hearted,  we  feel  it  is  still  our  woman’s  work,  how¬ 
ever  small  the  numerical  results,  and  the  knowledge  of  even 
one  soul  “  plucked  as  a  brand  from  the  burning  ”  gives  us 
hope  and  faith  to  persevere  to  the  end. 

We  desire  to  make  a  special  effort  in  behalf  of  the  young 
girls  of  our  city,  even  the  children,  who  are  so  exposed  to 
temptation,  yet  whose  hearts  are  so  easily  reached,  and  who, 
so  much  need  the  Sheltering  Arm. 

We  held  our  usual  anniversary  exercises  at  the  Home  in 
Wilkinsburg,  May  24th.  Although  the  day  was  quite  cool, 
the  attendance  was  large,  which,  with  the  liberal  contribu¬ 
tions  of  our  friends,  gave  evidence  of  their  sympathy  and  in¬ 
terest  in  our  labors  of  love. 

Our  “  Fancy  Work  Committee  ”  have  been  faithful  in 
their  instructions,  and  the  girls  have  taken  quite  an  interest 
in  their  work,  receiving  one-half  the  proceeds  for  their  arti¬ 
cles  sold  at  the  anniversary. 

Three  years  ago,  in  connection  with  the  Reformatory,  we 
opened  a  “  Hospital  for  Iucurables,”  where  respectable  women 
(for  three  dollars  per  week)  receive  board  and  careful  nursing, 
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under  the  supervision  of  the  matron.  We  have  at  present 
four  inmates  in  this  department,  and  we  urge  clergymen 
physicians  and  others  to  aid  us  by  inviting  patients  to  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  this  institution.  Here  we  desire  to  mention 
Miss  Kemmerer,  who  has  served  so  faithfully  in  the  capacity 
of  matron  for  over  a  year,  whose  efficiency  in  nursing  the  sick, 
as  well  as  her  knowledge  of  medicine,  have  rendered  her  ser¬ 
vices  very  acceptable.  Many  thanks  are  due  to  the  kind 
friends  who  have  contributed  so  generously  toward  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  institution,  to  our  physician,  Dr.  Gladden,  and  to 
the  press  for  their  kindness  in  publishing  our  notices  and  re¬ 
ports  free  of  charge. 

There  have  been  religious  exercises  nearly  every  Sabbath, 
conducted  by  the  clergymen  of  the  city,  among  whom  are 
Reverends  Norman,  Henderson,  Vincent,  Snyder,  Hunter, 
Stauffer,  Russell,  Murray  and  Ewing.  Frequent  services 
have  been  held  by  the  young  ladies  of  the  East  Liberty  As¬ 
sociation,  and  weekly  visits  from  Mrs.  Ingles,  the  Bible 
reader,  to  all  of  whom  we  are  grateful  for  their  encouraging 
words  and  counsel  when  they  were  so  much  needed. 

Eternity  alone  will  tell  whether  the  good  seeds  thus 
sown  have  been  wasted,  or  if,  like  seeds  buried  in  the  ruins 
of  some  ancient  city,  they  will  at  last  awake  to  life  and  bear 
fruit.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Though  the  past  winter’s  record  of  Gilmore  Mission  does 
not  show  a  large  increase  in  numbers  over  that  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  we  have  every  reason  for  encouragement,  as  we 
review  the  results  of  the  labors  put  forth  by  the  faithful  ones 
connected  with  this  branch  of  Christian  work. 

During  the  winter  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  garments 
were  made  and  distributed  to  those  most  in  need  of  com¬ 
fortable  clothing,  prizes  being  awarded  as  additional  incentive 
to  promote  the  object  for  which  the  mission  is  intended. 
One  marked  feature  of  this  school  is  Bible  memorizing,  an 
old  time  custom  almost  in  disuse  even  in  our  Sabbath  schools 
of  to-day,  and  surely  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  win¬ 
ter’s  labor  cannot  have  been  in  vain  when  we  consider  that 
out  of  an  average  of  ninety-one  scholars,  one-sixth  at  the  close 
of  the  session  were  able  to  repeat  with  remarkable  accuracy 
between  seventy  and  eighty  verses,  and  all,  even  to  the  young¬ 
est,  twenty-six.  The  quality  of  work,  as  exhibited  by  the 
“  Class  of  Honor,”  reflected  much  credit  on  the  faithful  instruc¬ 
tors,  and  though  there  is  great  need  of  more  of  these  self-denying 
ones  to  carry  on  the  work,  we  would  not  fail  to  recognize 
those  who  so  earnestly  served  amid  the  constant  discourage¬ 
ment  of  so  much  to  do,  and  few  to  give  the  helping  hand ; 
let  us  hope  that  for  the  approaching  season  our  force  of  help¬ 
ers  may  be  increased.  About  Christmas  time  an  experiment 
was  tried  of  testing  the  generosity,  as  well  as  self-denial,  of 
the  little  ones  in  the  direction  of  missions  in  India,  the  Zen¬ 
anas,  being  the  object  selected ;  during  the  three  months 
following,  $5.00  in  penny  installments  were  cheerfully  and 
eagerly  brought,  a  free-will  offering  to  the  more  needy  than 
themselves.  The  Superintendent  and  Bible  reader  from  time 
to  time  reported  encouraging  progress  in  her  missionary  field, 
her  visitations  among  families  connected  with  the  school  and 
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in  that  district  generally,  were  manifestly  of  great  comfort,  as 
the  heart-felt  expressions  of  those  to  whom  she  ministered 
gave  evidence. 

The  cottage  prayer  meetings  were  eminently  successful, 
requests  for  prayer  were  frequently  presented  and  great  inter¬ 
est  shown.  Sabbath  P.  M.  Bible  readings  were  also  well  at¬ 
tended,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  God's  blessing 
has  followed  our  efforts  put  forth  in  this  direction,  several  per¬ 
sons  having  professed  a  hope  in  the  Saviour  and  united  with 
the  churches.  It  is  proposed  for  the  coming  winter  that  our 
present  work  be  enlarged,  and  that  of  a  “  Training  School  for 
Young  Girls  ”  be  added,  whose  object  shall  be  that  of  instruct- 
ing  young  girls  of  the  poorer  class  in  all  kinds  of  family 
sewing  and  dress  making,  thus  preparing  them  to  help  them¬ 
selves,  and  furnishing  them  with  a  means  of  self-support.  May 
God  prosper  us  in  all  undertakings,  and  with  earnest  hearts 
and  willing  hands,  let  us  seek  to  do  his  will,  trusting  and  leav¬ 
ing  results  with  him.

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FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Managers,  in  presenting  the  Fifth  Annual  Report, 
cannot  point  to  the  result  of  a  year's  work,  embodied  in  striking 
form  or  shape,  but  hope  they  have  been  earnest  in  performing 
a  small  share  of  the  labor  that  has  fallen  to  them  in  the 
Lord’s  vineyard.

With  regret  for  any  error  of  the  past,  the  Managers  begin 
the  new  year  with  the  prayer  that  their  work  of  faith  may  be¬ 
come  a  labor  of  love,  and  be  pursued  with  the  patience  of 
hope. 

They  would  also  express  their  satisfaction  to  the  Agent 
for  faithful  discharge  of  duty.

Hospital  donjnjittee. 


THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT,  No.  1 

I  have  visited  the  Hospital  under  our  charge,  especially 
in  the  women’s  department.  Here  have  been  found  many  poor 
friendless  ones  who  feel  the  need  of  a  mother’s  or  sister’s 
love.  To  these  we  have  given  our  sympathy  and  have 
mingled  our  tears  with  theirs.  We  have  knelt  by  the  bedside 
of  some  who  were  passing  down  into  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  and  prayed  that  their  souls  might  be  washed 
in  the  blood  of  Christ.  In  many  cases  we  have  had  our 
hearts  cheered  by  these  poor  dying  ones  saying,  “  I  know  I 
shall  meet  you  in  heaven.”  We  have  also  found  some  who 
have  strayed  from  the  path  of  virtue,  some  young,  almost 
children  yet,  who  are  mothers.  We  have  earnestly  entreated 
them  to  come  to  Christ  for  the  pardon  of  their  sins,  have  tried 
to  impress  upon  them  their  responsibility,  urging  them  to 
bring  up  their  children  for  the  Lord. 

The  visits  made  in  the  men's  department  have  been  inter¬ 
esting  and  encouraging.  Many  of  these  are  strangers  in  the 
city.  All  seem  glad  to  hear  a  kind  word.  Often,  as  we  have 
spoken  of  Jesus,  the  Great  Physician,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Comforter,  tears  have  flown  down  manly  cheeks,  and 
grateful  eyes  have  followed  us  as  we  passed  along.  We  have 
distributed  religious  papers  and  tracts  kindly  furnished  by  the 
Ladies’  Tract  Society.  We  have  also  contributed  some 
packages  of  old  muslin  and  linen,  which  are  much  needed. 

We  feel  happy  to  acknowledge  the  kind  and  cordial 
manner  in  which  we  have  always  been  received  by  the 
superintendent  and  his  wife.  We  trust  our  labor  has  not 
been  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

I  have  made  forty-nine  visits  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
year,  distributed  reading  matter  upon  each  visit.  When  I 
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first  began  to  visit  the  Hospital  the  work  was  a  cross  to  me, 
insomuch  that  I  thought  I  never  could  be  brought  to  think 
of  it  otherwise;  now  I  thank  the  Father  that  it  has  become  a 
pleasure.  True,  there  are  many  harrowing  circumstances  to 
be  encountered,  but  we  know  that  our  presence  and  sympathy 
are  looked  forward  to  by  the  poor  maimed  inmates  as  one  of 
their  greatest  comforts.  Mr.  Wm.  H.  McCreery  and  his 
wife,  untiring  in  their  labor  of  love,  form  the  committee  to 
secure  clergymen  for  Sabbath  services.  The  two  Sabbaths 
during  the  time  of  the  riots,  being  the  only  ones  when  divine 
services  were  omitted  at  the  Hospital.  Donations  of  books, 
papers,  magazines,  and  old  linen  have  been  received  from 
Mrs.  F.  R.  Brunot,  Mrs.  Thomas  McFadden,  Jr.,  Mrs.  O.  M. 
Head,  Mrs.  Wm.  Vankirk,  Mrs.  Henry  Hays,  Mrs.  E.  M. 
Stowe,  Mrs.  Eliza  Sands,  and  Miss  Mary  Bryan.  Many  others 
have  been  received  anonymously,  for  which  thanks  are  due. 
We  would  like  some  kind  friend  to  present  us  with  Greeley’s 
History  of  the  American  Conflict,  and  other  interesting  books, 
for  the  reading  room.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

In  submitting  our  Report  for  the  past  year,  we  feel  that 
we  have  very  little  indeed  to  report.  We  feel  grateful  to  God 
for  his  many  blessings  during  the  year.  He  has  kept  us  to¬ 
gether  as  an  organization.  We  have  been  enabled  to  keep 
up  our  weekly  prayer  meetings,  and  have  been  greatly  blessed 
in  so  doing.  We  feel  that  in  prayer  is  the  secret  of  our  suc¬ 
cess. 

We  have  had  quite  a  number  added  to  our  membership, 
and  our  Heavenly  Father  has  seen  fit  to  call  but  one  home  to 
him  during  the  year. 

We  still  have  the  disbursement  of  the  East  End  Relief 
Fund  for  the  poor,  but  conduft  it  on  a  different  plan.  It  is 
formed  into  a  society  for  the  improvement  of  the  poor.  We 
employ  a  missionary,  pay  her  a  salary,  and  she  does  the 
visiting  and  relieves  them,  if  worthy.  No  party  receives  any 
aid  until  visited.  The  missionary  has  power  to  aid  them  in 
any  way  she  may  think  proper.  The  salary  of  the  missionary 
is  raised  by  contributions  from  the  different  Sabbath  schools 
and  individuals.  We  do  not  use  the  money  contributed  to 
the  fund  to  pay  the  missionary.  Six  ladies  are  chosen  from 
the  Association  as  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  whom  the  mis¬ 
sionary  reports. 

In  October  we  had  an  Art  Exhibition,  given  by  Professor 
Cromwell,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.  The  rest  of  the  fund 
was  contributed  by  the  several  congregations. 

We  report  the  number  of  visits  that  our  missionary  made 
during 

November,  ------  96 

For  December,  -  -  -  .  -  -  70 

Total,  -  -  -  -  -  166 

In  quite  a  number  of  cases  she  found  them  not  in  want. 
She  reports  the  spiritual  want  far  exceeding  the  temporal. 
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Two  hundred  and  thirty-six  partly  worn  garments 
have  been  contributed,  quite  a  number  of  which  have  been 
distributed  to  parties  in  need  of  clothing.  We  have  also 
received  quite  a  quantity  of  new  dry  goods.  Twenty-six 
orders  have  been  given  out,  and  eighteen  families  have 
been  relieved.  Quite  a  number  of  Sabbath  school  scholars 
have  been  promised.  Work  for  one  has  been  obtained. 

Another  branch  of  our  work  is  our  Night  School  for 
boys.  We  have  been  greatly  encouraged  in  this  part  of  our 
work.  We  not  only  have  a  larger  attendance,  but  the  inter¬ 
est  seems  greatly  increased.  The  boys  listen  more  attentively 
and  keep  better  order.  When  we  first  opened  our  school  for 
this  season,  we  were  very  much  discouraged  ;  the  boys  were 
so  unruly  that  we  could  do  nothing  with  them.  But  we 
went  to  Him  who  ruleth  all  things,  asked  Him  to  help  us,  and 
He  has  done  so.

“  “  in  attendance  since  school  opened,  486 

Average  attendance,  -  -  -  -  -  61 

We  have  continued  our  prayer  meetings  at  the  Home  for 
Aged  Protestant  Women,  and  Sheltering  Arms  as  well  as  we 
could,  but  regret  that  we  have  not  been  more  efficient. 

Quite  a  number  of  Cottage  meetings  have  been  held  by 
the  Association  among  the  poor  persons  reported  by  the  mis¬ 
sionary  as  having  asked  for  prayer  meetings. 

We  cannot  report  a  full  treasury,  neither  can  we  say  it  is 
empty.  Our  expenses  are  not  very  great,  but  we  have  had 
sufficient  for  all  and  a  little  to  spare.  We  have  not  had  to 
ask  the  public  for  any  the  past  year.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Women's  Christian  Association  of  Pittsburgh 

and  Allegheny. 

Whereas,  A  number  of  benevolent  women  of  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and 
Allegheny,  instigated  by  a  laudable  and  charitable  desire  to  rescue  the  depraved 
of  their  se  x  from  vicious  companionship  and  crime,  and  to  lead  them  to  resume 
the  habits  and  duties  of  the  moral  and  virtuous,  and  to  protect  those  not  yet 
fallen  from  the  dangers  which  surround  the  homeless  and  friendless,  have  formed 
themselves  into  an  association  and  have  taken  measures  for  the  establishment  of 
an  institution  to  be  called  the  “Christian  Home  for  Women,”  and  another 
to  be  called  the  “  Temporary  Home  for  Destitute  Women.” 

And  whereas.  It  has  ever  been  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  to  encourage  every  proper  effort  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  the  reforma¬ 
tion  of  criminals  and  the  relief  of  the  unfortunate,  therefore, 

Section  i  .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Mrs.  Felix  R.  Brunot,  Mrs.  Wm.  A. 
Herron,  Miss  Ann  Thaw,  Miss  Mattie  Fowler,  Mrs.  R.  Robinson,  Mrs.  R.  W. 
Poindexter,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Logan,  Mrs.  L.  S.  Johns,  Mrs.  W.  Vankirk,  Mrs.  James 
Irwin,  Mrs.  Dickinson,  Mrs.  F.  Woods,  Mrs.  James  Laughlin,  Mrs.  S.  McKee, 
Mrs.  C.  Nelson,  and  Mrs.  Eliza  Loomis,  being  the  present  officers  and  mana¬ 
gers,  together  with  the  other  members  of  their  society  and  their  successors  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  body  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  “  Women’s  Christian  Association  of  Pittsburgh 
and  Allegheny,”  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining,  and  managing  a 
Christian  Home  for  Women,  and  a  Temporary  Home  for  Destitute  Women. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation  under  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the 
Women’s  Christian  Association  of  Pittsburgh  aud  Allegheny,  shall  have  the  author¬ 
ity  to  make,  use,  and  utter  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and 
shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded  in 
all  the  courts  of  record,  and  elsewhere;  of  ordaining,  establishing,  and  enforcing 
all  ordinances,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary,  convenient,  and  proper  for  the 
conducting  and  governing  of  its  affairs;  may  purchase,  take,  or  receive  donations, 
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by  will  or  otherwise,  estates,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  for  the  use,  objects,  and 
benefits  of  the  Association  or  its  institutions,  with  the  right  of  selling,  leasing,  con¬ 
veying,  and  encumbering,  by  judgments  or  otherwise,  for  the  use,  benefit,  and 
objects  of  said  institution  ;  they  shall  also  have  power,  by  their  Board  of  Managers, 
to  contract  for  and  erect  all  necessary  buildings,  and  make  such  arrangements  as 
they  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  reception  of  inmates  to  the  Home;  to 
make  and  declare  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  Homes  and  all  officers  and 
persons  employed  in  or  about  the  institution,  and  for  the  government  of  the 
inmates;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  all  officers  or 
employees  deemed  necessary,  and  to  fix  their  duties  and  compensations,  and  at 
pleasure  to  dismiss  any  of  the  inmates;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  by  their 
Board  of  Managers,  or  otherwise  as  their  by-laws  may  direct,  all  necessary  commit¬ 
tees  of  management,  visitation,  inspection,  or  superintendence  of  their  several  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  for  the  control  and  management  of  their  finances ;  Provided,  That  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  3.  All  the  estate  and  property  of  the  association  hereby  incor¬ 
porated,  which  may  be  held  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  the  Christian  Home  for 
Women,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE

OF  PITTSBURGH  AND  ALLEGHENY. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  improve  the  moral,  intellectual, 
and  social  condition  of  women  and  children  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  of 
strangers  coming  among  us,  and  impressed  with  the  importance  of  concentrated 
effort  in  accomplishing  these  objects,  and  desirous  of  forming  an  association  in 
which  we  may  together  labor  for  these  great  ends,  do  hereby  adopt  the  following 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Name  and  Object. 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  The  Women’s 
Christian  Association  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny. 

Article  II.— Members. 

Section  i.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  dollar ,  annually,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  twenty  dollars,  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  directress  of  the  Association  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  at  any  one  time. 

Article  III.— Board  of  Managers. 


Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Association  shall  be  composed  of 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  three  Delegates 
from  each  organized  Branch,  who  shall  transact  all  the  business  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  nine  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  . 

Article  IV. — Duties  and  Powers  of  Officers. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board,  to  open  the  meetings  with  prayer,  to  nominate  committees,  and 
call  special  meetings. 
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Sec.  2.  One  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President 
in  her  absence. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  minutes  of  each  meeting,  take  charge 
of  the  correspondence,  and  prepare  the  annual  report. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
pay  all  bills  on  the  order  of  the  President,  and  present  a  yearly  report. 

Sec.  5.  The  Managers  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  pro¬ 
vide  Christian  homes  for  friendless  and  tempted  women,  adopt  measures  for  res¬ 
cuing  neglected  children  from  the  streets,  and  endeavor  to  keep  up  an  interest  for 
the  Association  among  the  Managers  of  the  Branch  from  which  they  are  delegates. 


Article  V. — Amendments 


This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  Association,  and  the  work  of  the  Association  may  be  enlarged  in  the  same 
way  as  occasion  may  require. 


BY-LAWS 


1st.  The  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 

prayer. 

2d.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  last  Thursday  of 
each  month,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

■  3d.  Any  member  of  the  Board  failing  to  attend  these  meetings  without  a 


written  excuse  shall  pay  a  fine  of  ten  cents,  to  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer. 

4th.  Any  member  of  the  Board  failing  to  attend  these  meetings  for  three 
successive  months  without  a  written  excuse  shall  forfeit  her  position  as  manager, 
and  the  Branch  of  which  she  is  a  delegate  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  to 
appoint  another  person  in  her  place. 

5th.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Branch  Boards  shall  be  requested  to  prepare 
brief,  condensed  statements  of  the  work  of  the  several  departments  under  their 
charge,  and  read  the  same  at  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Association. 

6th.  The  Managers  of  the  Branch  Boards  are  earnestly  requested  to  be 
present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and  take  partin  the  discussions. 

7th.  A  clergyman  shall  be  invited  to  be  present  at  the  quarterly  meetings 
of  the  Board,  to  make  an  address  and  conduct  the  devotions. 

8th.  After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  calling  of  the  roll,  the  Branch 
Secretaries  shall  present  their  reports,  followed  by  the  business  of  the  Association 
and  discussion  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  interest  of  the  same,  or  an  address  by 
a  clergyman.
